Newark Friday evening after spending a year in Germany and 
brought back with her the first lucid details following the sinking 
of the Titanic and scenes prevailing after the disaster. Mrs. Buell''s 
experience was most terrifying and at the same time most interest- 
ing, owing to the fact that their steamer the Khein of the North 
German Lloyd line was the next boat' following the Titanic and 
pursued exactly the same course as the ill-fated ship.

er following the Titanic, however the 
latter vessel was sailing 24 miles an 
hour while the former TV as making but 
15 miles. 
This brought the German 


boat about four days 
behind the 
Titanic. 


Mrs. Buell then 
continued- 
"We 


were about three days out when the 
word was received that the Titanic 
had gone to the bottom and had car- 
ried with her 1SOO souls and that 800 
had been saved. 
The immediate of- 


fcct on our boat was terrible 
The 


crew anl officers were plunged into 
the greatest gloom and neither 
the 


passengers nor crew ever expected tc> 
reach shore 


"There was nothing to do howe^ei 


but to continue on our course. When 
we came near the vicinity of the dis- 
aster three officers weie placed on the 
bridge dunng the entire night and ev- 
ery person on the 
ship 
was 
fully 


dressed. Tbe Hie boats were manned 
and diills were held 


"A note of interest," Mrs Buell in- 


serted, "was that the Titanic Tvas of 
45,000 tons and had but 20 life boats, 
while the Rhein was ot 11,000 tons 
and had 16 life boats 
Four days aft- 


er the Titanic had gone 
down 
we 


crossed the exact spot. Every mem- 
ber of the crew was on the lookout for 
Ihe bergs and we crossed then- path 
on a dark 
night. The 
files 
were 


banked and the boat pioceedcd at a 
rate of six miles an hour for ]2 horns. 
Each berg has its own fog following 
it and we knew we were in that zone 
when the water dropped from IS de- 
giees at 6 o'clock in tho evening to 
zero by 10 o'clock. Captain Maden, 
in charge of the Rhein, who has been 
on the sea for 65 years and 
retii rs 
next year, says it was the most terri- 
ble passage he had ever made 


"When the fog lifted, in the morning 


three mammoth bergs were but 
two 


miles from us, while 20 were in tho 
distance. The largest berg, ot which 
a picture was taken, 
looked like a 


mammoth castle in the distance and 
the captain in measuring it 
said it 


was about 150 feet high and 300 feet 
broad. The rule is that but one-eighth 
is above the water while seven-eighths 
are submerged. 
-"When we reached the spot where 
the wreckage of 
the 
Titanic was 


sighted, debris was scattered 
about 


for acre"? 
Chairs, tables, doors, and 


various parts of tho ship were floating 
about, arid about 70 bodies wore 
The bodies were partly submerged mvl 
each" had a life preserver, which was 
probably the renson they floated One 
was a woman about 60 years of at?o 
and another was o vouns man clotli-efl 
only in his palnmns. The condition ol 
the clothing made it hard to distin- 
guish tho sex but a great number of 


the ciew was seen. We were the first 
to warn the Mackay-Bennett and to in- 
form them as to the latitude and 
longitude where the bodies might' oe 
iound 


"The sight proved appalling, and the 
terrible scenes served but to increase 
the anxiety that at moment we might 
encounter one of the large bergs and 
meet the same tate 
It will never be 


known how many were pa=sed dur- 
ing the night nor how near we came 
to hitting them 


'"It was one of the most terrifying 


of experiences," said Mrs. Buell, "and 
I am still unstiung as the result of 
the terrible nervous strain?'

Thackeray Made More Than He Ex- 


pected by Lecture Tour and In- 


vested It for the Benefit 


of His Daughters.

When William Makepeace Thack& 


ray was on his second lecture tour in 
the United States, in 1855, he made 
the editorial offices of Putnam's Mag- 
azine his headquarters when he was 
In New York city. The late Park God- 
win, 
publicist and son-in-law of Wil- 


liam Cullen Bryant, was then an edi- 
tor of the magazine. 


"Thackeray always had free entry 


to the editorial rooms of the maga- 
zine; he came and went without cere- 
mony," said Mr. Godwin to me a short 
time before his death in 1904. "I re- 
member that one day I entered the of- 
fice rather unexpectedly, and there, 
eeated at my desk, was Thackeray. He 
was all alone, and was busily engaged 
!n marking up a bit of paper. 


"In the course of the conversation 


ithat ensued I remarked that I had 
heard that when it was first proposed 
to Thackeray thai he visit the United 
States and deliver his lectures on 'Tha 
English Humorists.' he almost resent- 
ed the offer, because it seemed to him 
that for him to appear upon the lee 
ture platform in this country would 
be in the nature of an exhibition ol 
William Makepeace Thackeray.

Two or three explanations of 


why the people of Illinois are 
called 
"Suckers" 
have 
been 


given, but probably 
the 
most 


plausible is the one in connec- 
tion" with the lead mines at Ga- 
lena. In the early settlement of 
the Mississippi valley marvelous 
stones were circulated concern- 
ing fortunes 'mads at the mines, 
and these attracted to Gal«na and1 
vicinity a great many ot the Illi- 
nois farmers, especially from the 
lowei* portion of -the state. 
It 


was cus|omary for them, after 
putting in their spring crops, to- 
ascend the Mississippi and la- 
bor at the mines until fall, and 
then return 
to 
gather 
their 


crops; thus imitating the fish 
called suckers, which ascend the 
river in spring to deposit their 
spawn, and return in the fall. 
Hence such persons were called 
"Suckers," ' and the term 
be- 


came general in itt application 
to all the citizens of the state.
